Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments provided by applicant are directed 
to an unentered amendment. Additionally, examiner notes that the added recitation of a "security" fiber in view of the submitted 
documentation will require further consideration and/or search as this specific feature was not required by the claims previously. While 
applicant further points out the necessary small size of the fibers of the instantly claimed fibers, it is noted that this limitation was also not 
recited in any of the rejected claims. 
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
